THE PRIMARIES. 


Scandalous Proceedings in 
Two Wards. 


The Ba!lot-b»x in the Fourth Cap‘ured 
and Ballots Scattered. 


Statesman Moore Arrested Three 
Tigges and Rel-ased. 


The **Macs”’ Out in Fall Force, Ranning Hacks 
and Piayiag at Boss—<candals inthe Sec- 
ond Ward—The First, Third and 
All Right. 


In accordance with the call of the Re- 
publican Central Committee, primary elec- 
tious were held at each voting precinctjn 
the county yesterday. In this city there 
was an unusual interest all along the line, 
and the vote polled was unprecedented for 
a primary. In the First, Third and Fifth 
wards the proceedings were carried through 
ip arespectable and law-abiding fashion. 
In the Second and Fourth wards the hood- 
lum elementcut a yery wide swath, and | 
many things were done which ought to 
bringa blush of shame to. the cheek of | 
every Republican who loves his party. In 
the Fourth Ward occurred the most high- 
handed proceedings ever attempted at an 
election in Los Angeles—notihing less, in 
fact, than the taking away by fo.ce and the 
destruction of the ballots. This fs certainly 
a new departure in local politics, and the 
perpetrator ought to be ferreted out and 
prosecuted to the utmost extent of the law. 
Further than this they ought to be tabvoed 
torever by every respectable memper of the 
party. 

FLBST WARD. 

The primaries in the First Ward passed 
off without any disturbance, although much 
interest was manifested, the friends of the 
various candidates working hard for their 
men.. There were four tickets in the field, 
the last of which waa put out iate F riday 
afternoon, and was supported by Council- 
mar and other Kast-siders. These 
yentlemen were very jubilant, claiming 
that they had won a great victory, captur- 
ing 16 out of the 21 delegates. [he fellow- 

ing were elected, with their respective 
votes: C. A. Luckenback, 359; Allen Smith, 
311; C. N. Earl, 244; Jon Ciine, 235; T. A. 
7 281; F R. 


lee, 245: *L. 
27; Martin Wetzel, 226: Carr, 218: V. 

M. de Silke, 214; V. Sotello, 212; T. Pear 
von, 173; Foils, 13 130; J Lock wood, 133 ; 

H. V. Van Duzen, 128 . ‘In addition tu these 
names, Dodson, B. H. lnms, D. H. Bair 
and A: 8S. Hetchew received 126 vutes each. 

Of this number, two will go to the conven- 
tion, tye ward being entitied to 21 delegates, 
which matter will be settled by the fuur re- 
ceiving the tie vute. 

SECOND WARD. 

Some of the most shameful proceedings 
of the day occurred at the primaries of this 
ward, Market street, in front of the old 
courthouse, was thronged with people ali 
day, aud the very ‘vorst elements of the 
city, not to say of the party, were very pro- 
pounced, Abbott, a bDotorious mac and 
ovium fiend, loomed up in iarge dimensions 
as a “manager,” and sent teams hurrying 
hither and thither collecting voters. Every 
available hack was chartered by the ga 
and kept busy. The “rag, tag and bobtaii”’ 
brought in and voted, irrespective of 
party aftiiiations, Numbers of well-posted 
party men who witnessed the proceedings 
said they believed as many Democrats as 
Kepublicans voted. There were a number 
of personal altercations during the day, and 
one or two men were forcibly passed out of 
the crowd. About4o’clock Mayor Work- 
man was appeaied to, and went down ww 

ulet the assembled crowd and prevent 
disturbance. 

Of course there was much underhanded 
work in progress all day. J. C. Stedman, a 
disappointed West-ender, and some of his 
assuciates, promulgated a bogus ticket and 
did all they could to work it. Stedman was 
one of the 12 selected by the West End pre- 
liminary caucus, from whom the Second 
Ward caucus was asked to select six. Stei- 
inan did not happen to be one of the lucky 
six, and hence he bolted and. promulgated 
a ticket, in which his name appeared along 
with some of the regular nominees.

This was evidently leveled at the ticket 
of Stedman et al. 

Shortly before 8 o’clock a crowd of sev- 
eral hundred gathered about the Second, 
Ward polling piace at the old courthouse,” 
when Walter Moore put in an appearance. 
The excitement of the Fourth Ward row 
had not worn off, or Moore had taken sev- 
eral doses of calamit water, for he pranced 
around awhile and then marched up to the 
window where the ballots were being 
vounted, and attempted togetin. There 
were about a dozen able-bodied policemen 
guarding the place, and they ordered 
Moore to keep away from the window. 
This did not suit his fancy, so he 
drew back and smashed the window in 
with his fist. His arm was badly cut, and 
he was marched down to the police station, 
where be was booked for disturbing the 
peace. After his wounds had been dressed 
he was allowed to go, and once more ap- 
peared at the courthouse, but before he 
could kick up another row his friends gath- 
ered him under their arms and marched 
him home, and he was seen on the streets 
no more.

Ward, but it was extensively circulated in 
the Fourth Ward. It did not seem to Pome 
much effect on the rock-rollers, for the y 
went right on with their work up to 
o'clock, when the polis were declared 
closed. At this time there must have been 
at least 1500 people in the street and on the 
sidewalk in front of the polling place 
Earlier in the afternoon word had bees 
sent to the Chief of Police’ tha? 
the judges had good reasons for believing 
thatan attempt would be made to steal th 
ballot-box in case the macs and rock-rollen 
failed to eleet their ticket. They asked the 
Chief of Police to send’a squad of officers 
down with instructions to protect the bor 
and arrest anyone who attempted to steal it 
The Chief vonsulted his lawyers, and wag 
told that he could not molest them é6 
ou acharge of malicious mischief, for the 
election was not called under the State law.

ever, and were ordered to keep the peace. 


The’ polis had hardly been closed whep 


Judge of Election McNamara pulled his 
pocket-knife and started to open the box to 


count the ballots. He had hardly opened the 


knife whenarush was made under the

house door, and, quicker than a flash, somé 


one vrabbed the box and started up nar 


row stairway that leads to the second floot 
of the engine-house. About a dozen mep 
followed «after the box-thief, and when 
they reached the upper floor some one in 
the crowd yelled that McNamara had stoler 
the box, and 30 or 40 men made a rush fot 
the stairway. In a few seconds the bow 
came flying out of the window, and thé 
tickets were scattered in all directions 
This was the signal for a general hubbab, 
and forafew minutes it looked as if s 
riot would take place. Several ae 
and foot officers rushed into the crowd ame 
scattered them right and left. Some one of 
the election inspectors pointed out T. B 
Woods to the police and declared that ha 


had stolen the box. He was placed under 
arrest and marched off to the colian station. 
Just at this moment the judge, inspectors 


and clerks of election walked out of thé 
engine-house and made off. The mo 
hooted and howled and demanded that 
everybody connected with the stealing of 
the ballot-box be arrested and prosecuted, 
Walter S. Moore, who had taken a deep 
interest in the proceedings during thé 
afterneon, was very joud in his denuncia-_ 
tions of HB. H. Boyce, H. T. Payne and 
the would-be-bosses in general. He 
finally got his back up against the 
engine-house and addressed the mob about 
as follows: “The dd bosses, with Boyes 
and Harry Payne in the lead, are at the 
bottom of this trouble. They ordered that 
box to be destroyed, and I publicly de 
nounce them. They have been organizing 
the toughs for this very business, and they 
are doing-allin their power to introduce 
the corrupt boss system in this city, and 
when they saw that they couldn’t tae 
things by fair means, they made up the 
minds to steal the ba!lot-box.” The cow 
cheered, and Moore waiked down to thé 
police station and had Woods released. 

On the other hand the Boyce-Payne gang 
c‘aim that Walter S. Moore and his 
yot away with tke box. They claim that 
the Oro Fino Club acted through Niles an¢ 
Fehneman, under Moore’s direction, 
the ticket, and that they put up the job. te 
vet away with the box. Fehneman w 
seen last night by a ‘limes reporter an 
questioned regarding the disgracerul affair. 
tie stated that he was standing against the 
chain atthe time the box disappeared up 
the stairway. ‘The judge and inspectors,” 
said Fehneman, “began to talk about 
closing the polls about five or six 
minutes before 4 oclock, the 
set for the polis to close. They 
indulged in quite a quarrel, and before 
the clock struck four Judge McNamara, 
picked up the box and started up -stairg, 
and the clerks were about to follow him, 
when some one said ina loud voice, ‘He is 
getting away with the box.’

I don’t know 
whether Payne and his crowd got away 
with the vote or not, but it is very certaip 
that the job was put up by persons who i ald 
opposed to the Oro Fino Club, They did 
in their power to beat us. They did nam 
open the polis until at least 30 minutes after 
the hour set and they closed about 4 min 
utes before 4 o’clock.”’

“l wentto the engine-house at about 


{luinutes before 4 o’clock and was stand- 


ing near the chain when Boyce came up. 
I did not hear him tell Payne to close the 
polis, but twoof the Oro Fino boys did hear 
him, Payne hesitated for a momeator two 
and Boyce ordered, him again to elose up 
and then secooted away as fast as he could, 
[ don’t know who took the box up Stairs 
but some one cried ‘Fraud’ or something, 
and the crowd made a rush for the stairg 
and I think about 100 people wentup 
When I got up, they were breaking the box, 
but | don’t know whd did it. The reason 
Boyce wanted the polls closed was because 
we had a uumber of voters standing in — 
and he knew that we could beat his ticket, 
think that was the reason why he wanted the 
polis closed. No; [I don’t know who stole 
the box. The Judge is an honest man, and 
if he took the box upstairs he did it for the 
reason that he believed he was doing the 
best thing.’”’ 

The general opinion on the streets last 
night seemed to be that the whole thing 
has been put up for the purpose of throw- 
ing the matter back to the County Central 
Committee, so that that body 
delegates to suit ihe bosses. Many o

FATAL ACUILDENT. 


Four Excavators Buried in a Trench 
on ®eventh Street. 

A fatal accident occurred on the Bonnie 

Brae tract, on Seventh street, shortly after 

8 o'clock, yesterday, 


in the instantaneous death of one 
man and the serious injury of 
three others. A gang of Italian 


laborers have for some time been engaged 
in digging atrench for a sewer at a depth 
of 12 or 14 feet, under the direction of Con- 
tractor W. H. Riggs of East Los Angeles. 
Themen had about completed tne work, 
and were finishing up yesterday morning, 
when the bank suddenly caved in, burying 
four men who were in the ditch at the 
time. There was considerable excitement 
for a few minutes, but the men soon recov- 
ered their self-possession, and set to work 
to release their entombed comrades. After 
afew minutes they succeeded in rescuing 
Barnett and D. Esperark from be- 
neath the mass of fallen earth, when it was 
found that Barnett had his leg severely 
— while the latter was suffering 
a dislocated shoulder. The police 
station had been telephoned as soon as the 
accident occurred, and by this time Capt. 
Loomis, accompanied by Officer del 
Valle, appeared on the scene, when the two 
men were sent to the lice station, and 
after their injuries been attended to 
they were sent home. The foreman was 
then dug out and it was found that his leg 
had been broken, besides having a number 
of bruises on his body. He was sent home 
and a.physician summoned. The work of 
exhuming the fourth man was continued 
and inafew minutes the rescuers came 
upon the body of Joseph Mastriano, who 
was standing upright with his head leaning 
against the side of the trench, and his cloth- 
ing covered with biood, which was slowly 
“omen from his ears. He had probably 
been instantly killed, as his temple was 
crushed in, evidently by a heavy clod of 
dirt or arock, and he had sustained other 
injuries about the body. ‘he Coroner was 
at once notified, and the body of Mastriano 
was removed to the undertaking establish- 
ment of Orr & Sutch, on Spring street, 
where an inquest was held by Justice Taney 
at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, when it 
was ascertained that the name of the de- 
was Joseph Mastriano; that he was 
a native of Italy, aged 44 years, and that he 
had a wife and four children in that coun- 
try. The jury returned a verdict in accord- 
ance with the above facts. 


.. CONSTABLES AND POLICE. 


A Olash Between Two Arms of the 


Law. 

Yésterday was a good day for lawlessness 
all around, and during the afternoon an in- 
cident occurred which is likely to cause 
Constable Martin Aguirre and his deputies 
considerable trouble before they are through 
with it. if the facts turn out to be as rep- 
resented, they were guilty of one of the 
most high-handed outrages ever perpetrated 
in the city, and committed an offense ot 
which the District Attorney will be com- 
pelied to take notice. Yesterday afternoon, 
while Police Officer Louis Arnaz, who was 
not on duty at the time, was standing on 
the corner of and Aliso streets 
talking to Deputy Sheriff Dunlap of Dow- 
ney, he was approached by Deputy Vonsta- 
bie C.S. Arguello, who commenced to abuse 
Arnaz in the most outrageous manner, 
applying the vilest epithets to him, and 
daring him to fight. Arnaz replied that he 
was an officer, and did not wish to have any 
troubie, but that if he (Arguelio) did not 
cease his abuse he would have him arrested. 
Arnaz and Dunlap then started down Ala- 
meda street, followed by Arguello, and 
when they met officer Lehart, Arnaz told 
the officer what had occurred, and asked 
him to take ello into custody. The

land. who lectured on “Snobs and Snob- 


bery.”’ 

The audience which greeted the Colonel 
was by far the largest yet assembled, nearly 
two thousand people being present, whicn 
must have been very inspiriting to the gen- 
tleman. 

The speaker said that along the four creat 
lines ot life, social, commercial, political 
and religious, men had set up caste dis- 
tinctions. Cain killed Abel because he 
differed with him in a caste notion of re- 
ligious worship. In social circles hearts 
were being divorced and lives wrecked for 
fear Mrs. Grundy would be offended. At 
school the speaker saton the same bench 
with a ragged, red-headed, freekle-faced 
urchin, Who was one of afamilyof 11 
children. Later on the fellow became a 
bootblack, afterward a driver on the canal, 
and the last time the speaker called on him 
in New York he was a millionaire, and yet 
that man turned his daughter out of doors, 
and she descended toa life of shame, and 
ail because she refused to marry a man her 
father had selected for her. Mothers like 
Mrs. Mackey scoured Europe, — their 
dollars and their beautiful daughters for the 
titles held by libertines and gamblers. 
Professing not to believe in caste, Ameri- 
caps practiced more of it than any other 
people; and the man that adds up his an- 
cestry to see if there is any to carry, then 
absorbs it to himself, and banks on it, is a 
noodle. 

There was no snob so insufferably snob- 
bish as the blood snob, the man who 
thought his blood was blue. In America, 
of course, we have no caste; at least we 
Say we don’t, and we simply lie like blazes. 
He then made a scathing and sarcastic ar- 
raignment of the caste in republican Amer- 


caste on earth. Prefessing not to believe 
in caste, we Americans practice it more 
than a a nation, to our shame and 
discrace be it said, for it was the worst 
thing that blistered and festered in our 
country. It is contrary to the laws of God 
and to the fundamental principles of our 
Government. Caste is the product of pride, 
pride of egotism, and egotism of self-wor- 
ship. People thought a snob was a dude. 
A snob was a pretentious man or woman 
of any sort whatever. They believe thé 
world is a big pie, and they the upper crust. 
There always has been since man hada 

overnment, and always will be while man 

as a government, men who will quarrel as 
to the manner of running a government. 
Men in one business thought themselves a 
little more tony than a man engaged in an- 
other. In this manner the social caste was 
formed. Mrs. Grundy is the tyrant who 
rules social life. If we paid half as much 
attention to the precepts of the Bible and 
the Ten Commandments as we did to the 
dictates of Mrs. Grundy we would be the 
most pious people on the face of the earth; 
but we don’t. 

There is as much snobbery in religion as 
anywhere else. Col. Copeland said grand 
churches, with windows like the sunset, 
carpets and plush cushions, were built for 
those who wore silks and satins and elevated 
their noses, and said: “We've gota Pull- 
man palace car for heaven, and no emi- 
grants need apply.” And right in the 
shadow of these churches are the slums, 
gutters and attics where human beings, in 
their rags, sin and shame, writhe and moan 
and die, unaided and unheeded. If re- 
ligion was ever meant to go anywhere, it 
was into these places. There are some 

ople who thought there were two sorts of 

lood, h flowed in the veins of 
common peopie and that which flowed in 
their veins, which was biue bleod and a lit- 
tle more tony. He spoke at some length on 
this subject, and said that when he remem- 
bered that God’s word said that all men 
were created of one blood; when he remem- 
bered that if this world were ever saved 
from sin it must be tbrough the blood of 
our common brother; when he remembered 
that the corner-stone of our great Kepublic 
was cemented with the blood of men who 
laid down their lives at Valley Forge, 
Yorktown, Bunker Hill and Lexington, 
that we might havea free government—he 
thought that the blood of patriots who were 
true to their country and their God was 
blue enough to flow in anybody’s veins. 

He referred to the snobbery of Americans 
in paying court to titled foreigners, lords, 
dukes, etc., and paid a glowing tribute to 
Abraham Lincoln, saying that such men as 
he were the best of lords. In his exhaust- 
ive criticism of the faults of mankind, the 
speaker declared himself not an extremist, 
but believed in the exercise of that common 
sense with which God has endowed us all.

The scene upon which the lecture opened 
was one of especial beauty and elegance. 
It was a Muhammedan scene—a tent— 
within which were native men, arrayed in 
various costumes, gorgeous in their attire, 
with countenances ef dusky hue, dark hair 
and sandaled feet, surrounded by the rich 
furniture and accompaniments which our 
readers have heard adorn en Arab’s home, 

Prof. N. J. Arbeely said that it was a 
custom among Mohammedans before be- 
ginning any Rudertaring to repeat the first 
line of the Koran, invoking the aid of Al- 
lah. And so 1 this morning invoke the 
blessing of God, 

Their social and moral condition was 
treated of. The work which Mahomet ac- 
complished originally among the Arabs 
was Sepictet, Arabs, he said, were in- 
fluenced largely by the people of India for 
agreatmany of their customs, laws and 
primary religious beliefs. 

The Indians were warlike, and addicted 
to pillaging and robbery, which was also a 
characteristic of the Arabs; Mahomet, be- 
fore appearing as a saviour. knew their con- 
dition, their fanaticism, their wandering 
and consequentiy superstitious nature, 
their peculiar kind of civilization, and he 
acquired by his wisdom and learning much 
knowledgd of. the Arabs. He was tall of 
stature, with black beard and lustrous eyes, 
keen in his observation, quick of. adapta- 
tion, of amiable character and adaptability 
of manner. He was wise, and quick of 
comprehension. His father was Abdallah, 
a very fine map, an Arab, and as they were 


very warlike, Mahomet acquired an insight 
| into their weaknesses and strength. Ma- 
homet did not.very easily establish his new

ica, which he characterized as the worst 


religion, for, we are told, they were ac- 


|customed to wership the palm tree and 


other idols, -He was driven more than once 
Mecca, his native city. 

In Mecca when he was born there was, 
it is said, great rejoicing. His name means 
“Worthy of Praises.” His father pro- 
Claimed the birth of this wonderful child, 
and educated him liberally. He sent him 
to Damascus, where he was associated with 
Civilized people of great learning. There 
he saw a monk who was struck with him; 
he was an expelled monk from the Greek 
chureh, whese name was Sergius. He be- 
came very intimate with him, He, having 
heard of the Arabs, made up his mind to 
seek them and propagate his ideas of re- 
ligion. Mahomet met this monk again 
some months afterward, and found him 
well versed in all branches of learning, and 
introduced him to his family. This monk 
impressed upon Mahomet the idea of im- 
proving his people and indoctrinating into 
them a new religion, and he showed him a 
book which contained the monk’s ideas, 
For 10 years Mahomet was preparing 
himself for his great project. He used to 
go to a cave, whence, he said, angels would 
bear him away some day, and inspire him 
with laws and a religion for the people, 
His story to his wife of what was revealed 
tohim in this cave from on high was _ re- 
lated with much interest and novelty. His 
wife proclaimed these things and the praises 
of her husband to the people, which grad- 
ually won upon them, and they began to es- 
teem him as somewhat mysterious, if not 
supernatural, 

The lecturer then gave a lucid explana- 
tion ot the origin of the word Mahomet. 
Thousands of attributes are ascribed to 
Mahomet, and there are thousands of names 
he has which are merely attributes. He 
was 40 years old in the year A.D. 570, 
when he was proclaimed a prophet. His 
proclamation was that there was but one 
God, and he was his prophet. Some stoned 
him, ‘They were instructed to hold allegi- 
ance to him and the Koran, which he scat- 
tered amongst them for their instruction. 
They were then told to form themselves 
into a body to destroy all those who would 
not subscribe to the new faith. All he said 
who fought and fell in their wars wouid 
never be judged, but would in the next 
world enjoy all manner of luxury and bliss, 
which was fully described by the lecturer. 
Mohammedans knew their duty, and in 80 
years an empire more mighty than the Ro- 
man Empire was established, which caused 
the other nations to tremble with fear, and 
great were the efforts to suppress them, but 
tuday the crescent sways its sceptre over a 
large portion of the human family. When 
Mahomet’s last hourcame he experienced 

reat unease; he was afraid of exposure of 

is scheme. We learn all this from the 
Mohammedan writers antagonistic to the 
prophet, not from foreigners who are not 
able to fathom the secrets of their religion. 

Mahomet had Christ for his model. He 
was a shrewd man and litician, and had 
for the basis of his religious constitution 
the Christian Bible. 

When dying he asked his family and 
attendants to retire, as he said he was going 
to be translated instead of dying. He got 
some frankincense and musk and burned it 
in the room to create an impression of the 
heavenly atmosphere that was surrounding 
him. Only his most faitaful allies were 
present, and their stories of his ascent 
were, of course, imaginary. He was buried 
in Mecca, toward which the footsteps of 
many millions are annually directed. He 
has done much for the world. in elevating 
his people trom an almost barbarous state 


to the highest civilization of his day. 


Their religious intolerance was such that 
those who did not believe in their religion 
were put out of the way. There are no Mo- 
hammedan converts practically—only a few 
are known. The followers of Mahomet 
show more liberality than our Christian 
missionary. No matter how earnest our 
uisstonaries are, their zeal overcomes their 
tact. They do not adapt themselves. They 
preach a foreign Christ. Comparing an 
imaginary character to the purest type of 
life is not compatible with their idea. Also, 
if aman can’t speak Arabic and command 
the respect of the learned, he has no influ- 
ence. The best way to teach Christianity 
is toemploy native learned men who can 
command respect and exercise tact, other- 
wise there will be failure. This accounts 
for and isthe secret of the failure which 
has hitherto characterized Christian effort. 

The lecturer criticised the articles which 
were written by foreigners on Mohammed- 
anism, and stated that only authentic and 
accounts could be given by na- 
tives. 

The lecturer then spoke and illustrated at 
considerable length on the Koran, their cus- 
toms of ablution with sand in the absence 
of water, their chants of the Koran, 
their annual pilgrimages to Mecca. Their 
attitudes in worship, their howling dervish, 
and many other native customs, which 
were at the same time amusing to the 
young and extremely instructive and enter- 
taining to the older portion of the audience. 

The lecturer is certainly one of the best 
we have heard on the customs and habits 
of the easterners, and his recent researches 
and personal acquaintance with them ren- 
der whut he says reliable. 

His descriptive and illustrative powers 
are pointed and impressive, and give his 
hearers a clearer idea of the East than 
could be obtained from a life’s reading. 
At the close of the lecture, Mr. Arbeely an- 
nounced that next spring he would take a 
party tothe Paris Exposition, and thence 
to the East and Arabia. 

He also informed the audience that he 
had with him damascene curtains and arti- 
cles obtainable only in the East; also, East- 
ern curios, which could be had from him or 
on application to his brether in Los Ange- 
les, No. 142 South Olive street.

Some People.” 

‘There is, he said, an invisible power in 
the civilized world known as some people. 
Its influence is manifest everywhere, con- 
trolling human action and _ affecting 
human happiness. The wretchedness and 
misery produced by it seems beyond the 
reach of mortals to redress. Notwitbstand- 
-ing, they are constantly being quoted by 
intelligent men and women, and their 
opinions constantly reported, yet this some 

ople is unknown, They belong to no 

atitude or longitude, but where civilization 
is there they ‘are. 


No nation of advancement is free from 


this curse, Indeed, the higher the state 
of civilization the more observabie are the 
operations of this same people, This in- 
visible annoyance appears to contine its 
attacks to those who are on the topmost 
round of human elevation, With the bar- 
barian the invisible torments are super- 
natural. The human invisibles are above 
in regions of light and knowledge; the 
supernatural below in the domain of bar- 
barism. But hamanity, from the hichest 
to the lowest, we find is beset with enemies 
that are invisible. 

It is found that in elevating man from 
barbarism to civilization the supernatural 
enemies are transformed into invisible 
humans; and out of the ugly witch, the 
horrid demon and terror-inspiring 
familiar spirit are created the invisible 
“some whose powers for annoying 
humanity are notin the least degree less- 
ened by the transformation, and who make 
the same sort of warfare on civilized man. 

Cotton Matber says witchcraft seems to 
be the skill of applying the plastic spirit of 
the world unto some unlawful purposes by 
means of a confederacy with evil spirits. 
One would wonder, however, how the evil 
spirits can do some things, especially at 
the grossest bodies. 

But Mather says our witches do seem to 
have the knack of it, and he has given usa 
tair description of the witches of our day. 
‘They ought to resemble each other, as they 
evidently have the same progenitor. 

A learned writer on the ancient witch- 
craft says that beyond all question Satan 
is the prime mover in all things pertaining 
to witchcraft, and the origin of our modern 
witcheraft could not have been plainer 
stated. 

We have an exalted opinion of the 
superierity of our civilization over that of 
any past — We pity and despise the 
past; for the present we go into rhapsody. 

From earliest history the miseries of super- 
natural agency have afflicted humanity. 
Demonology, witchcraft and familiar spirits 
were interwoven with man’s belief to such 
an extent that the more devils and witches 
aman had mixed up with his faith, the 
more orthodox he considered himself. 

The gospel of peace therefore became a 
gospel of terror, and im , instead of 
joy, innumerable horrid fancies. This 
was not confined to the ignorant and de- 
praved; on the contrary, the more learned 
men were and the more they acquired, the 
more extensive was their experience with 
and the more they knew of, demons and 
invisible torments, 

Even Martin Luther could not rise above 
the delusions of the times. He believed 


the very devil visited his room. He (Martin 
Luther) frequently told in his public ad- 
dresses how an aged minister had been inter- | 
rupted in his devotions at the altar by the | 
devil, who grunted behind him like a hog. 
He believed the blind and the dumb were , 
all possessed of devils. Two hundred years | 
later Scotch divines taught that no one | 
could be a perfect Christian until there bad 
been a personal conflict with Satan. Thou- 
sands confessed to the statement. 

One hundred years later divines deplored 
tbe sage of laws repealing the laws pun- 
ishing witchcraft. John Wesley believed 
in witchcraft. But they have fled before | 
the light of civilization and are fled to the | 
dark corners of the world. Having cast out 
this devil, is it true that seven other devils | 
have taken possession, and is our last state | 
worse than the first? Is there nota kindred | 
cursé left to poison human enjoyment? If, 
these “some people’”’ could be driven out | 
it would be an advancing and upward step, 
one add incalculably to the pleasure of 

ving. 

Time will prove whether we will ever be | 
able to shake off and become free from ail 
invisible torments or whether humanity | 
will carry this curse all along as the world | 
lasts. Witchoraft of 100 years ago bas many 
points of resemblance of the present time. | 
In both their mission was to torment man, | 
and the spirit of both, evil. No witch ever | 
caine with a blessing for man. They at- | 
= all points—man’s family, health and 
life. 


They confine their assaults upon the 
character of people, and if they can rob. 
people of their good name, blast their repua- 
tation and cause them to lose the respect of 
their neighbors they are contented. in oid 
times a mere charge without evidence was 
sufficient to secure a conviction of a witch, 
and an enemy could be easily disposed of 
in this way. In our day it 4s often hap- 
pened in the administration of justice that 
the slanders and innuendoes of seme people 
have so affected the character and standing 
of witnesses in court, who were honest, as 
to break the force of their evidence. In 
former times if a man wanted another man’s 
wife and she wished him, the two could 
jointly or severally prefer a charge of 
witchcraft against their uncongenial 
mates, and have them put to death 
as sorcerers. The two could then be 
united in matrimony. In our day kindred 
witchcraft is the cause of many divorces 
and separations. The invisibles communi- 
cate to the world some hatched peccadiloes 
of a man or woman, and a credulous ple 
pronounce the sentence of guilty, and a di- 
vorce is often the result. 

It would seem that while the witchcraft 
of former times has away, the 
credulity that gave it life and power still 
remains, and there is the same inclination 
to accept without evidence any statement 
affecting the character as true, however 
fafse and absurd it may be. It is an unde- 
niable fact that the people of today hold an 
unspotted reputation the dearest thing en 
earth by a very slight tenure. The credulity 
of the times is such that the breath of scan- 
dal, if notable in all cases to change the 
character from the whitest purity to the 
blackest infamy, is ever sufficient to tarnish 
it. We are ali agreed that the most cow- 
ardly ard contemptible an act that any man 
or woman can be guilty of is to write an 
anonymous letter reflecting on the good 
name of another. 

With all our religion and civilization, 
with all the loud boasting about the nd 
times in which we live, can scarcely find a 
community in all this land where this evil is 
not stirring upa good deal of discord and 
strife. 

In the history of the witchcraft delusion 
the statistics show that more than one bun- 
dred thousand people have been tried, 
found guilty and put to death for the 
crime of being witches or wizzards, a 
crime that never had an existence except in 
the heated imagination and distempered 
fancy of ignorant and credulous humapity, 
It isa most inhuman and bloody record, 
awakening the inost tender sympathy for 
the unfortunate victims of the dreadful de- 
lusion. ‘The sea of misery flowing from it 
is too wide and deep for human comprehen- 


sion. 

While witchcraft has extinguished the 
life of 100,000 people, or even more than 
that, the latter has destroyed the peace and 
poisoned the enjoyment of millions, and 
produced an ocean of misery as boundless 
and fathomless as the other. 

When you hear persons say “Some 
ple say,” “It is believed,’ and kindred 
pomanes, you may conclude that they have 

een among the witches and are the chosen 
mediums to communicate the invention of 
invisibles. If you cannot stop their mouths 
you can stop your own ears, and thus, so 
far as you are concerned, defeat their 
wicked designs. 

These invisibles are divisible into two 
classes—the intentional slanderer and the 
unthinking tattlers who engage in gossip 
from the force of habit. The malicious 
claSs are mostiy men, while the other class 
are chiefly women, But although women do 
their full share in circulating scandal, yet 
they do it very often unconsciously and, of 
course, without malice. The lecturer then 
entered into a lengthy, amusing and inter- 
esting dissertation on the remedies that 
suggested themselves to his mind for this 
great evil. Bets 

‘The slanderers belong to no , Sect or 
class of society. They are doing their evil 
work in good and bad society and in the 
church, in politics, in society at large— 
everywhere may be found the poison from 
their slanderous tongues. ‘The polished 
and polite indulge in this vice as well as 
the vulgar and degraded. itis found most 
potent for evil in religious associations, 
They never lose an opportunity to sound a 
trumpet proclaiming their own whiteness 
aud purity. In order thgt they may appear 
the whitest in the flock they spend all their 
time in blackening the rest of the fold, 

Politics is a most inviting field for this 
invisible power. Whatever of misery and 
suffering flows from it to the human race is 
a self-inflicted injury. Mortal man fur- 
nishes the ready tongue to utter the slander 
and the willing ear to receive it. But the 
most stupendous of all lies is the newspaper 
lie. Solong asthe corrupted appetites of 
men crave moral swill, the press will feed 
them with it, and while the tales of the de- 
famer are freedily devoured the very at- 
mosphere will be polluted with the stench 
of slander, This state of things develops 
the very worst ph of humanity and

Sleeping in Jail and Working on 
His Books Between Times. 

Recently when Henry Hazard’s clerk, 
Ed J. Smith, got into trouble and his wife 
skipped off with a waiter, it was believed 
that Smith was behind in his accounts to 
the extentof only about $170, but itis now 
learned that his defaications will reach 
way up inthe thousands. Ever since the 
elopement of Mrs. Smith was made known 
In these columns it has been a well-known 
fact to reporters and police officers that 
young Smith sleeps under lock and key in 
the police station and is —. allowed to be 
out when he is at work on his books in Mr. 
Hazard’s office. Such proceedings are 
somewhat irrecular when it is remembered 
that no charge of a criminal nature has 
been lodged against Smith. A TIMES re- 
porter was detailed to look the 
matter up. Hecalledon Mr. Hazard and 
asked him a few questions regarding the 
Status of the case. 

“There is nothing new as yet, 1 believe,” 
said Mr. Hazard. ‘Weare still at work on 
the books. 1 now have an expert book- 
keeper from one of the banks, and, as near 
as we can learn at present, Smith is behind 
some $2000 or $3000. He collected $735 for 
the East Side Spring Water Company 
which he cannot account for. ‘The tool 
company is out about $500 on him, and he 
cot away with #175 belonging to the Rich- 
field Land and Water Company. How did 
he getaway with it? Well, he did the col- 
lecting for those companies, and went 
straight from his collecting trip to the 
bank, or was ordered to do so, and we al- 
ways believed that he deposited every dol- 
lar he collected, until we learned through 
people h2 was collecting from that some- 
thing was wrong. Had it not been for his 
trouble with his wife the thing might have 
gone on for months. As soon as his wife 
skipped be acted so strangely that I sus- 
pected something, and when he attempted 
to make way with the books I was satisfied 
that he was a defaulter and I began the in- 
vestigation. At that time I told him that if 
he would remain with me until the books 
were straightened up I would not prose- 


cute him, for I thought then that 
could not have tten away 
with more than $200, ut he has 


ken bis agreement with me, and I don’t 
know what shall do about the matter. 
may proseente him, and 1 may not. I have 
asked the stockholders to meet me, and 
help me to come to some decision, but they 
do not seem to take any interest in tne 
matter, and I don’t know what I Shail do. 
Smith made me so mad the other day that 
I slapped his jaws. He told me that he 
wouid not do another hour’s work on the 


books, and when | told him that I would 


hand him over to the officers, he said that 
nothing would please him better, as he had 
made up his mind to plead guilty. I walked 
over to the District Attorney’s office, full 
determined to have him : 
but the office was clofed, and 
when 1 returned to my office Smith begged 
so hard thatI have not thought about hav- 
ing him arrested since. No, certainly I 
have no right to send him to the City Prison 
every night, but I told him that if he did 
not go down there and stay over night I 
would swear out a warrant. He has seemed 
to be perfectly willing to make his home in 
the City Prison and things are going on all 
right at present. Smith is still infatuated 
with his wite. He stated yesterday that he 
had decided never to have anything more 
to do with his wife, but said the night be- 
fore that if she should come back to him 
and promise to do better he would live with 
her and take her back. Itis, altogether, a 
very curious case, and there may be other 
sensational developments before it is finally 
settled.” 

Mr. Hazard said that he was satisfied that 
Smith was not in his right senses, in other 
words, that he was about half cracked.

Watterson has intimated very 
plainly that he considers’ pro- 
tective duties illegal, and Mr, 
Millis has flatly avowed that all 
fiseal legislation should be devised ‘‘to 
prepare the way for free trade.” It 
was scarcely to be expected that three 
men acknowledging such epinions as 
these would originate any but a free- 
trade bill. As well expect grapes of 
thorns or figs of thistles, as a sound 
American measure from men who hold 
and openly avow such un-American 
views. 

Let us look a little further and see 
what some of the English journals say.

After sauntering about town somewhat, I 
came to the conclusion the other day that it 
was not too warm to take a run to Pasadena 
and see what changes have transpired there 
Within the past year. lt was actuaily more 
than a year since I had been there, only as 
I had passed through on the ears, and really 
L was surprised after landing at the depot 
and taking a turn about town to see the 
transformation that the place has under- 
gone. The quiet rural aspect isa thing of 
the past. he only point that reminded 
me of the Pasadena of two or three 
years ago was Orange Grove avenue, that 
splendid street stretching for miles, all 
nicely graded, with artificial stone pave- 
ment the entire length, and narrow parks 
between sidewalk and street, where the 
grass is to be kept green, and palm and 
other trees drop cool shadows through all 
the summer days. Then batk of this the 
long line of orchards on either side, with 
the emerald boughs of the orange trees, 
with long, shaded aisles between, and here 
and there along the way beautiful modern 
homes, with green lawns and flowers in 
frort,and the sparkling water falling in 
soft mist upon the sward. It is a _ pretty 
feature of this avenue that here and there 
the old giant oaks have been left in the 
center of the street, with comfortable seats 
fitted up beneath them, where a tired saun- 
terer like myself might rest.

Leaving this avenue and passing through 
the business center of town, I soon found 
myseif upon Marengo avenue, which I 
think must be the glory and pride of Pasa- 
dena. It is bordered on either hand by nu- 
merous handsome homes and wice-spread- 
ing orange groves, with long, dim, cool 
vistas; pretty gardens appear, and lovely 
lawns. The sidewalks are of artificial 
stone, with a space left for trees and gras¢. 
But the glory of that avenue is its magnifi- 
cent shade trees—its giant peppers, which 
from either.side stretch out great spreading 
boughs which overarch the street the entire 
length, making a mostomagnificent drive 
under their leafy canopy. Los Angeles has 
nothing that will compare with it in the 
extent and beauty of its leafy grandeur. If 
| lived in-Pasadena I should see to it that 
no visitor came and went without seeing 
this tree-arched street.

That street is a suggestion of what might 
be accomplished in tree growth here in Los 
Angeles. I sometimes think we have 


lost our sense of beauty when 1 
see the way in which our fine shade 
trees are cut down and provision 


made for replacing them. Whatis to hin- 
der tree-planting all along the line of our 
residence streets? Let the sidewalks be 
made as broad as possible, but do not cover 
more than one-half of their space with the 
stone walk; have the remainder for trees 
and grass, and the streets of Los Angeles 
will soon become things of béauty and a 
joy forever.

“One great beauty of 
Paris is its shade,” said she; “double rows 
of shade trees make its streets like one 
long grove. It is grand, it is 
beautiful.” In a Sow y the 
same might be said of Los Angeles if we 
would only inaugurate such a system of 
street improvement. Let our city authori- 
ties set apart a certain sum — for the 
purchase, planting and care of trees. Such 
appropriations are made in Washington 
and other cities; let us have them in Los 
Angeles.

The Mills Bill Passes the 
House. 


Final Speech of Its Author in Behalf 
of the Measure. 


The Majority Very Small—How the 
Vote Stood. 


The Senate Appropriates $1,000,000 for Freed- 
men’s Bank Victims—Another Discussion 
of the Fisheries Treaty—Mr. Telier’s 
Arraignment of the Bill,

(D. C.), July 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.; Senate.—The bill to 
reimburse depositors of the Freedmen’s 
Bank was discussed and passed. It appro- 
priates $1,000,000, 

The conference report on the River and 
Harbor Billi was received from the House 
and ordered printed. 
The Senate then proceeded to the consid- 
eration of the fisheries treaty in open execu- 
tive session, and Mr. Tellier addressed the 
Senate. He said that if the treaty had come 
from a Republican administration, he did 
not believe there was a Republican Senator 
who would have supported it, and there 
was not a Democratic Senator who would 
have supported it if it had not come from 
a Democratic administration. He knew 
there was not any considerable number of 
Democrats who would support it, but for 
the fact that the power of the Administra- 
tion had been brought to bear upon them to 
compel their support. If any Senator de- 
sired proof that the Adminstration was an 
active propagandist of the treaty he would 
furnish it; but when the Secretary of 
State was seen writing and submitting to 
newspaper interviews in order to give the 
public his view of the treaty; and when the 
commissioners were seen making public ad- 
dresses in its interest and support, there 
was no further proof needed that the power 
of the Administration had been brought to 
bear to compel the Democratic Senators and 
Democratic p:rty to support the treaty as a 
Democratic P ing to discuss 
the treaty on its merits, he declared that 
the American rights to the fisheries were 
inherent, and were no more conferred by 
treaties than were the boundaries of the Re- 
public itself. The American people were 
not to be intimidated by threats of war or 
by the suggestion of difficulties which 
might be incurred in the maintenance of 
that which rightfully belonged to them. 
Mr. Teller spoke of insults which had 
been offered to the American flag by 
Canadian cruisers, and said that no decent 
apology had been made for these acts, but 
is was in keeping with the whole course 
ofthe Administration in dealing with the 
British Government. He referred to the 
interview with Secretary Bayard recently 
published in the Baltimore Sun, and said 
the allusions therein to Mr. Hoar’s speech 
were more fit fora fish market than fora 
dipiomatic position. If there was a dis- 
graceful chapter in American history it was 
In connection with that. negotiation by 
which it was undertaken tnrough the Sec- 
retary of State to assist the Democratic 
party by allying it with the Canadian party 
and with the British party. 

The Senate then proceeded to consider

House.-+-The galleries in the House of 
Representatives were crowded with spec- 
tators early this morning, attracted by the 
announcement that today would witness 
the close of the great tariff debate and the 
vote on the final passage of the Millis Bill. 
Only the Executive and diplomatic gal- 
leries were vacant. In addition to the 
crowded galleries, a large attendance of 
members greeted Chairman Mills when he 
rose in his place to close the debate. 
Promptly at the appointed time the bill had 
been called up, and thereupon Mr. Mills, 
after offering two amendments intended to 
correct typographical errors in the bill, 
moved the previous question on them and 
they were adopted. 

He then proceeded to address the House, 
beginning by stating the condition of all 
the finances of the Government, placing the 
surplus at $129,000,000, This, he said, should 
arrest the attention of the country. It rep- 
resented unnecessary taxation drawn 
from the peop'e and piled up cin the treas- 
ury. It was taxation levied upon the pro- 
duct of labor. It was an iniquity. his 
enormous amount of money was constantly 
lowering prices and piling an enormous 
load on labor and increasing the benefits of 
the privileged classes. How long would it 
be before stagnation would occur and bank- 
ruptey andruin flock together over the 
land? The majority had attempted to bring 
before the House a bill to reduce this taxa- 
tion and lessen the inflow of money into 
the treasury. By amendments made in 
Committee of the Whole the relative rate of 
duty had been placed at $42.90 on $100. This 
moderate bill had been met by a storm of 
denunciation and characterized as a free 
trade measure. Was $2.90 on $100 free- 
trade? What State had a 5 percent. rate 
of taxation? In the majority of the States 
it did not exceed $1 on $100. The tariff of 
1846 had been spoken of as a free-trade 
tariff. Mr. Mills then took up the bill in de- 


tail. 

He began with the chemical schedule, 
where the rate of duty had been reduced 
from $82.87 to $28.17. On earthenware and 
crockery ware the reduction had been 87 on 
the hundred. They called that free trade. 
lf $50 on the hundred was free trade, in 
God’s name what was protection? Sugar 
showed next to the largest reduction in the 
bill, larger than in hemp, jute, iron and 
in everything except wool, but the bill had 
been called a sectional measure. To get 
$6,000,000 of protection on sugar the Gov- 
ernment had to collect $58,000,000 of tarilf 
duties on provisions. In wooisand woolens 
the reduction was $20 on the hundred, and 
most of that had been caused by placing 
wool on the free list. The manufacturer 
would get free wool and 40 per cent. pro- 
tection, or 5 percent. more than he now 
got, and still they said the bill was a free- 
trade measure. Articles amounting to $20,- 
000,000 had been placed on the free list. A 

ood product, currants, that concerned no 

aborer in this country, had been placed on 
the free list. Yet the committee had been 
taunted with being free-traders. Their op-

Taxes on express companies, on telephone 
companies, on ail the wealth of the country 
een removed, but none of the taxes on 
labor had been removed.

The Teachers’ Mutual Aid Society gave a 
grand final féte to the easterners, which 
was one of the most brilliant entertain- 
ments given during the week. 

Fully 6000 teachers filled the steamship 
Belgic, of the Occidental and Oriental line, 
anid the ferry steamers Encinal and Oak- 
land in a trip around the bay. On 
all the steamers bounteous lunches 
had been spread, carte blanche having been 
given to one of the most prominent catering 
firms in the town to prepare refreshments 
for 2000 on each steamer. In the early 
morning eight large wagons arrived on the 
docks, loaded with bread, -poultry, ham 
sandwiches, cold meats, relishes and other 
eatables, while cases of claret, baskets of 
limes, huge blecks of ice and other signs 
showed that none of the large crowd would 
be allowed to gothirsty. On the Belgic, 
which carried the dignitaries, California 
wines of ail descriptions had also been pro- 
vided, ‘The efforts of the local committee 
were much appreciated, and a highly en- 
joyable time was had despite the somewhat 
cloudy weather of the day. 

A large numberof California members 
of the association left for home today, the 
close of the summer vacation being near 
at band and arrangements for the fall terms 
having to be made.

A PRACTICAL PAPER. 


“Where Should General Education 
Kind and Special Begin?” 

San Francisco, July 20.—[By the Asso- 
siated Press.} ‘The last paper read at the 
session last evening was by J. M. Green- 
wood of Kansas City, and was entitled 
“Where Should General Education End 
and Special Education Begin?” It was as 
follows: , ( 

This subject is 2800 miles long, is com- 
posed of 58 States, 8 Territories, excluding 
Alaska, the District of Columbia and the 
Indian ‘Termtory. Its superficial area is 
2,900,107 square miles, ithin the space 
dwelt 60,000,000 people. 

Before attempting to discuss where gen- 
eral education should end and special edu- 
cation begin, we skould inquire upon what 
the obligation ofa State to educate rests, 
and the extent of that obligation. 

The American theory is this: That the 
State should foster education, and that 
every opportunity should be furnished to 
every chila to secure a good common-school 
edueation; and, furthermore, that such 
higher institutions of learning should be 
established and maintained as the weliare 
ofthe State and Nation requires. What 
particular kind of instruction and how 
much of itthe State should furnish to all 
the people, is a question upon which there 
are wide differences of opinion. 

Education is a State affair, and it is left 
to the States themselves. We have no na- 
tional system of self-government, and un- 
der our form of government it would be im- 
possibie to have such a system. 

lt would be an act of recklessness for a 
person familiar with only one section of 
our country and its wants to prescribea 
course of instruction for all the schools of 
the entire country. The wants of New 
England are so different trom those of 
‘Texas or Illinois, that comparisons and 
similarities are practically useless, 

The statistics of 1880 will give us an en- 
larged view of our country, if we will inter- 
pretsome of them in connection with the 
occupations of the people. To understand 
our wants, we must know what we are and 
what we expect to be in the future, 

According to the census of 188), the farm 
area in the United States was 28.2 per cent. 
of the total area, notincluding Alaska. The 
increase in improved: land during the last 
deeade was #1 per cént., while the increase 
in population throughout the entire country 
was 50.1 per cent, 

Agricuiture is the most important in- 
dustry of this country, and the United 
States produces, according to Mulhall, 30 
per cent. of the grain of the world. 

The persons who are reported as engaged 
in gainful and respectable occupations, ac- 
cording to the census of 1880, are nearly 35 
per cent. of the entire population. Of the 
number thus employed 44 per cent. were 
engaged in agriculture, 25 per cent. in pro- 
fessional and similar services, 11 per cent, 
in trades and trausportation, 22 per cent. in 
manufactures. 

Dividing the States into groups, in the 
Nerth Atlantic division 28.9 per cent. of the 
whole pepulation are engaged in manufac- 
turing; in the South Atlantic division, 15 
per cent.; in the North Central group, 34.6 
per cent.; in the South Central group, 17.8 
per cent,, and in the West Central group, 
3.5 per cent. 

Again, the urban population was 22.5 per 
cent. otf the entire population. In the 
North Atiantic group the urban population 
is 45 per cent.;in the South Atlantic, 14 
per cent.;in the North Central, 21 per 
cent.;in the Seuth Central, 9 per cent., 
and in the Western group, 27 percent. 

These facts indicate such .a diversity of 
interests, that it appears well nigh impos- 
sible to arrange a course of instruction 
under national control, or even such uni- 
formity throughout the State systems, as 
would be applicable to the wants of each 
locality. Diversity of interests creates 
differentiations in the systems we. now 
have, and these differeuces tend to increase 
rather than to diminish, 

It is evident to the statistician that the 
United States is destined to be the granary 
of the world. We have annually 800,000 
square iniles in wheat in this country, 
while the wheat-growing area of British 
miles, 


Great Britain, France, Austro-Hungary and ' 


Prussia have a wheat-crowing area of only 
about four times the area of the States of 
Missouri and Arkansas. These facts of 
themselves indicate somewhat the food 
supply of the world and in what pursuits 
our people must be chiefly engaged. With 
this inadequate view of our real position 
among the nations of the eartb, the ques- 
tion arises as to what should be the system 
of ‘education for the people of this country 
in order to accomplish results that have 
been thus faintly outlined. 

The theory that-the individual must rely: 
on the State for help is antagonistic to the 
free activity of a nation. Self-help and 
self-lependence lead to activity in pr@uc- 
tion and healthy exertion. State help 
weakens individual energy, and teaches 
one to depend upon outside power. It takes 
away the motive for self-exertion, and 
leaves the individual listiess, inactive and 


Cependent. 
‘ne State system of education includes 
the elementary school, the high school, nor- 
mal school, tne school of mines, the agri- 
cultural college and the State university. 
The common schools are intended for all 
classes of people. In them the masses must 
be educated. ‘he high schools are intended 
to carry forward the elementary work of the 
common schools into a broader knowledge, 
and a more thorough preparation for intelli- 
gent labor and useful citizenship. The 
principle upon which the normal school is 
supported is that of supplying the common 
and high schools with skilled teachers, 
properly qualified to instruct.

SAN Francisco, July 21.—On July 12th 
the Otago, 870 tons, Capt. W. Ellis, left 
Seattle with coal, bound for this city. This 
morning, while three and a half miles north 
of Point Reyes, she became lost in a heavy 
fog, and went into the breakers and struck. 
The crew tried for three hours to get her 
off, but the vessel and cargo are a total Joss. 
She was owned by Kenton, Hoimes & Co. 
of this city. No lives were lost. 


Fire in a Mine. 

July 21.—A report has been 
received here of a destructive fire, last night, 
in the famous Hidden Treasure mine drift, 
at Sunny South, about 30 miles east of here.

THE ACCUSED STRIKERS. 


Bauerisn Reld for Trial—Hoge and 
Murphy's Case Postponed. 

Cnicaco, July 21.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The examination of John A. 
Bauerisn, accused under the State laws of 
procuring dynamite to be brought into the 
State for illegal purposes, was held today. 
The principal witnesses were the informers 
Bowles and Smith. They told much the 
same story as when before Commissioner 
Hoyne, and Banerisn was held to the Crim- 
inal Court under bonds of $3500, which he 
promptly furnished. , 

A peculiar state of affairs developed to- 
day when the case of conspiracy against 
Chairmen Hoge and Murphy of the Bur- 
lington strikers was called up in court. 


Neither of the accused was resent, 
and Frank Collier, attorney for the 
Burlington company and_ represent- 


ing the prosecution, surprised every- 
body in hearing by the request that the 
case be continued. Lawyer Collier ex- 
lained his reason for this strange action 
y saying “Hoge and Murphy are now 
out of the city on an extensive tour, doing 
virtuaily the company’s work.” Counsel 
for defense made no objection to the con- 
tinuance. The court granted a postpone- 
ment of one week. 

A Lincoln (Neb.) special to the Times 
Says: Messrs. Hoge and Murphy arrived 
here this morning and were royally re- 
ceived by the strikers and trades unions. 
in the afternoon a meeting was held. 
After a full discussion the leaders refused 
to give out its action for publication, and it 
is generally well understood that it was de- 
cided to go on with the strike. A number 
of strikers, however, soundly berate 
Hodge for his stubbornness, and ciaim 
that if Arthur’s advice had been followed 
all woula have been satisfactory. 

A Noted Italian's Singular Death. 

New York, July 21.—Mr. Pratti, an 
Italian, was found dead in his room this 
morning, suffocated by gas. He came to 
this country 38 years ago. He was the 
founder of the Fratilanzo Society, the first 
Italian society organized here. e fought 
in the revolution of 1548 and was knighted 
by the Italian Government. His brother, 
Antonio, is a noted scu!lptar in Europe. 


Spreckels Undersells the Trust.
